Going con tory to all the expectations 
of the weather wise, the elements let 
loose on Christmas and the proverbial 
“ W hite Christm as’’ was the order of 
the day. 
Snow started to fall about 
seven o’clock in the morning and con­ 
tinued all day until evening 
The air was clear and cold and the 
day was a typical and ideal one for 
the great annual church Holiday. The 
snow fell rapidly and it wa* hut a 
short while after it find started to fall 
until everything was covered. 
Sunday northwest winds blew and 
the light snow was w hisked around at 
a lively rate causing big drifts all 
over the county.

Hay Farming Gradually Extracts F * 
tility Frcn the Soil. 
Hay farming Is sometime^ cml d 
mining the land because it is MipiXMed 
to gradually remove and exhaust the 
fertility of the farm In the same way 
that mining removes the ore supplies. 
Yet production of buy for market pur­ 
poses seems to be more and more |x;p- 
ular of late years, owing partly to tha 
high ptfces of hay and to the latter 
understanding of the use of agricul­ 
tural chemicals for hay production. 
Hay farming with chemicals as com­ 
monly practiced no doubt remove* 
more fertility thau it restores, but the 
process is very slow* aud no doubt 
highly profitable under right conditions. 
The owner of fertile, m oist grass 
land might well say with the mine 
owmer that he cannot afford to leave 
too much ore in the ground or too 
much fertility In the soil, but prefer* 
to sell It and have the value at inter­ 
est. Fertile, moist land will often con­ 
tinue producing good, profitable crops 
of market hay for an ordinary work­ 
ing lifetime. 
In England, where the 
climate Is very favorable to grass, a 
sod is often kept fifty years without 
breaking. Not much land in this coun­ 
try will stand cropping so long to one 
specialty, but natural grass land will 
stand the process a very long time. 
To exhaust the land as little as pos­ 
sible It is necessary not to scrimp in 
top dressing, but to put back the great­ 
er part of the fertility that is taken 
out by the crop, returning it in the 
form of manure or chemicals, or both 
combined. 
If the land Is top dressed 
enough to keep the crop large, but not 
extra large, say about two tons per 
acre the first cutting, while the second 
cutting is not mowed nor fed off, but 
allowed to stay and decay on the laud, 
a #food deal of fertility and vegetable 
matter will be returned to the soil, and 
this course may be kept up a long 
time, especially on soil which is deep 
aud fertile*—as for Instance, a piece 
of swale which has been draintiled 
three and one-half to four feet below 
the surface. Such soil is often almost 
perfect for grass—a genuine bay mine, 
so to speak—and with right treatment 
will continue to return a big income 
for twenty years or more. 
The plan of hay farming with chem­ 
icals has Its attractions, especially for 
the oldish man w ho desires to get rid 
of the care of live stock and to cut 
down bls labor outgo to the lowest 
possible amount. With good grass land 
it is considered that the plan of mod­ 
erate top dressing 
with chemicals 
brings a larger Income for the labor 
employed than nny other system of 
management. 
Frequent plowing will 
give a larger average crop with an 
equal amount of fertiliser, but It cost 
more to produce aud Is more work t« 
harvest.

PLEA FOR GOOD ROADS. 


Pennsylvania 
Congressman 
Strongly 
Urges Betterment of Our Highways. 
In a speech made during the cele­ 
bration of the surrender of Cornwallis 
Congressman J. Hampton Moore plead­ 
ed strongly for the betterm ent of roads 
throughout the country. H esaid : With 
good roads aud improved w aterw ays 
in the United States the Revolutionary 
war could not have lasted eight years. 
General Washington, he said, had in­ 
sisted that free and easy commercia! 
intercourse lietwoen the Atlantic sea­ 
board and “the amazing territory to 
the westward of us” was “the best if 
not the only cement” that could bind 
the colonial states upon a perm anent 
basis. 
W ashington and his compatriots, he 
pointed out. counted upon international 
trade to assist iii building up the col­ 
onies and to populate and develop the 
vast country over which the grasp of 
England hat! been released.

North America Is the great apple pro­ 
ducing region of the world, and New 
York leads ail the other states In the 
quantity 
grown, 
although 
varieties 
quite as choice are produced In other 
states, particularly Missouri. Oregon 
and W ashington. 
To have perfect 
fruit the soli and the clim ate condi­ 
tions must be of the most favorable. 
A list of w hat may be called the best 
apples—best in one sense or another— 
has been arranged. The list comprises 
these varieties: The Belmont, Bethle- 
mlte, Bullock's Pippin, Cogswell, Early 
Joe. Esopus. Spitxenburg, Full Wine, 
Garden Royal. Melon, Mother, North 
era Spy, Pom me Grise, Porter, Pri­ 
mate. Red Canada. Summer Pearm ain, 
Summer Rose, Swaar, W agener and 
Westfield. 
To this list are added the 
Baldwin and the Rhode Island Green­ 
ing—two of the best known apples the 
country over. 
O ther popular apples include the Gil- 
liflower, Vander ere. Maiden’s Blush. 
American 
Beauty. 
Fameuse. 
Pound 
Sweet. Ta I man Sweet, Wines pioe, Bell­ 
flower. Red Astrakhan. Pearm ain, Au­

H ubbard­ 
ston and Peach Pond Sweet. 
The Pippin wherever found seems to 
be alw ays well liked. 
But one Pippin 
differs from every other. 
W hat one 
state knows as Pippin another stat** 
greets by quite a different name. The 
Ben Davis, for instance, so known in 
the middle west. is known in New 
York state as a New York Pippin. 
Almost every propagator of apples 
has found, lf his experience and his or 
chards are extensive, specimens which 
be thought entitled to such names as 
Seek No Further, Nonesuch and Sine 
Qua Non, so th at if one receives sn 
apple bearing one of these names in 
M assachusetts It may differ exceeding­ 
ly from one of the same name offered 
to him in Wisconsin. 
But they are all 
likely to be worth the eating if their 
grower has seen fit to honor them with 
such names. 
The longer apples remain on the 
tree, unless the weather becomes too 
cold to permit their exposure, the la t­ 
ter the flavor and keeping qualities 
The fruit that comes to perfection the 
farthest north, as that In the H ood 
river region of Oregou, appears to 
have the finest keeping qualities with 
out deterioration in flavor. 
Of the varieties raised In the east 
the winter russets keep longest with 
out being put in cold storage and real­ 
ly reach the full perfection of flavor 
only late In the wiuter or iii the early 
spring. 
It used to Is* considered a 
marvelous and almost an iuqiossiUle 
thing to keep apples over from tile 
fall till the first sum m er aplites ap­ 
peared, but with methods of cold 
storage so extensively used as they 
are now this is easily achieved and 
with far less deterioration Iii flavor 
than might be reasonably expect**!

While the low speed means less wa­ 
ter p u ttied .

in the illustration tile windmill, tow 
er and tank are combined in a rather 
ornam ental structure. 
Whet! the well 
is located on high ground as compared 
with the grounds where the w ater H 
to be distributed the tank may re*t 
upon the surface, as showu. and the 
windmill fram e be constructed over 
bead. 
When the mill bs to I** bleated 
on lower ground the water tank may 
be placed midway on tile windmill 
fram e or on top. with the windmill 
lust above the tank. 
A tank placed thirty feet from the 
ground will give a pressure of fifieen 
pounds when the tank is filii. 
This 
would lift w ater to the second story 
of s bouse standing on the same level. 
A garden bose nozzle connected with 
this tank would force a stream uearly 
as high as the bottom of the tank, or 
twenty-flve to thirty feet horizontally. 
Tw enty barrels of w ater would supply J 
a garden hose nozzle for a little over 
an hour. 
These small tanks are com­ 
monly used in connection with an 
eight to ten foot windmill. 
The same 
stied mill, however, may be used with 
a larger tank when the w ater is to be 
used for household purposes, bath­ 
room, lawn and fire protection. 
A six­ 
ty-five barrel tank will supply a gar­ 
den bose nozzle for about four hours. 


PROBLEMJF TAXES. 


An Important Report Made to 
the National Grange. 


It Outlines tb s Position W hish tho 
Orangs Takes on th# Question of 
Taxation—T h# Committoo’s Conclu­ 
sions Summarised In Slovan Articles. 


The report of tho committee 00 tax­ 
ation of the national grange was pre­ 
pared and presented by T. O. Atkesoo 
of West Virginia, chairman of the com­ 
mittee, and was an Important docu­ 
ment. 
We give the committee's con­ 
clusions. the report being adopted: 
8ince ta x atio n lo necessary for tho en­ 
forcem ent of taw s. fo r th e protection of 
property, individual o r corporate, th ere­ 
fore no property, eith er real o r personal, 
w hich U nprotected ny law should ho e x ­ 
em pt by the sta te constitution. 
in order to secure eq uality in th e dis­ 
tribution of th e burdens of governm ent, lf 
personal property la to be exem pt from 
tax atio n on account of th e Indebtedness 
of th e ow ner thereof, then real aatata 
should be entitled to th e sam e exem ption. 
in the case of m ortgages “ by fa r th e 
w isest system is to ta x the m ortgages on 
th e am ount of the m ortgage and the 
m ortgagor on the value of the protw njr 
m inus th e m o rtg ag e.'’ the m ortgage to 
be considered aa real e state and not aa 
personal property and taxed In th e local­ 
ity w here th e m ortgaged ptoi»erty lies 
T here should oe no exem ption of any 
species of property, eith er real or per­ 
sonal. from tax atio n for local puri»oees 
except such as Is exem pt by the co watt- 
tutkra. 
If sta te and local revenues are to be 
raised from sep arate resources, th e sla te 
revenues should be raised from cot ^ r a ­ 
tion. c h a rte r fees. licenses on liquor, beer. 
tobacco, coal, oil, gas. telegraph, tele­ 
phone. expiess. Pullm an and oilier car 
com panies, banks, tru st com panies, d ru g ­ 
gists. 
billiards, 
th eaters, show s, 
pity’s, 
certain professions and pursuits, hotels, 
re sta u ra n ts 
tire and life Insurance com ­ 
panies. bankers and paw nbrokers, bank 
deposits, collateral inheritance, 
sale of 
books, sta te seal, etc. 
All corporation real e sta te and personal 
property to be taxed for local purposes, 
sam e as the sam e kind of proiierty la 
taxed when owned by individuals. 
The local tax of tran sp o rtatio n property 
to be levied on a valuation equal to the 
m arket value of the capital stock plus 
th e m arket 
value of th e bonded debt. 
each tax atio n unit to receive sucb p a rt 
of the tax as the m ileage of the corpora­ 
tion in said unit is to the total m ileage. 
E very 
possible 
precaution 
should be 
tak en to secure equality of assessm ent 
betw een individuals and betw een a sse ss­ 
m ent d istricts 
We favor the denial of th e rig h t of a c ­ 
tion to Hie holders of notes, hoods, etc., 
which have not been listed for tax atio n 
and all such notes, bonds, etc., so listed 
shall be <ts*e*sed a t th e sam e ra te below 
face value as other personal properly la 
th e sam e locality is assessed below Its 
actu al cash value. 
No city shall he perm itted to m ake a 
sep arate 
assessm ent, 
and 
all 
property 
every w here shall be uniform ly 1 sasses<1 
a t Its fa ir ca?h value o r a t a uniform per 
cent below hash value—aay. SO to IO per 
cent below 
We favor the en actm ent of a law th a t 
will secure a fa ir and equitable taxation 
of all bank property, w hether personal or 
real, upon th e basis th a t o th er property 
Is taxed, 
and 
we 
believe th e m ark et 
value of the capital stock plus th e real 
e sta te would be the fa ire st and m oat e as­ 
ily ascertained m ethod of valuation.

State M aster T. C. Laflin of Ohio re­ 
ports that several new balls bare been 
erected aud dedicated to the use of the 
Order, indicating to some degree the 
penna ne dc J of the organ ira Lion.

ty uew subordinate granges have been 
orguuized since the last annual meet­ 
ing and eleven reorganized. 
Two Po­ 
mona and two juvenile granges ha vs 
also been organized. 
Four thousand 
five hundred new members have been 
added since one year ago. The |*rover- 
blal rainy day Is well provided against 
by a comfort Mi tie balance of $28,0UU in 
the treasury. 
During a portion of the

Reasons Why France Has Best 
Highways In Europe. 


HER M ETHOD IS SUPERIOR. 


Road Laws In United States Until Re­ 
cently Wore tho Santo as England's 
of 
the 
Colonial 
Day*—Germany’s 
Unique System. 


The present road situation In the 
United States may bs briefly summed 
up ms follows: 
In mileage we have the most tremen­ 
dous ay stem of roads which any coun­ 
try has ever possessed sloes tho world 
I**gun. 
According to a careful rood 
census, the length of all of our roads 
amounts to 2.155.000 miles. The moat 
liberal eatlmsts of our annual expendi­ 
ture on these roads, both In money and 
labor, was a fraction over $79.0110.000 
in HMH, or about $1.05 per capita. At 
the same rate this would be an ex- 
r*enditure of about $90,000,000 a year 
at the present time. 
According to our road census, we 
Im re less than 40,000 miles of stone 
surfaced road. or shoat 2 per cent of 
the total mileage. 
We have 108.000 
tulles of gravel road, or about ft per 
cent of the total mileage. 
Small as 
<»ur annual expenditure for roada has 
been. It has aggregated during the 
thirty year period from 1870 to 1900 a 
total of upward of $1,800,000,000. 
We 
may therefore say that the road build­ 
ing In the United States Is, consider­ 
ing arca. imputation and wealth, at 
the name point at which it stood thirty 
years ago and the seventeen hundred 
and odd million dollars have produced 
f e w appreciable results. 
When we turn to the subject of road 
administration la tbs United States we 
find that shout half of the states are 
•(Iterating under practically the n in e 
road laws aa prevailed in England 
when America was a colony. 
This 
system of road administration provides 
for the payment of road taxes partly 
In labor and localises the work to an 
extreme degree by placing in authority 
the district or township road over-

seers or road super visors, no require­ 
ment being made to Insure skill or 
knowledge of road building on the part 
of these petty officials. 
With few ex­ 
ceptions no system of accounting la in 
force, so that so intelligent Idea may 
he obtained as to the disposition of the 
mud tax. and no definite lines of so- 
tbority are established such ss would 
guarantee the wise and equitable con­ 
duct of the work. 
A number of states hare adopted In 
principle or practice, or both. tbs sys­ 
tem of centralising under a state high­ 
way department the conduct of all or 
(nut of the road work of the state. 
thereby securing uniformity In meth­ 
ods. economy lo administration and 
’•kill in supervision. 
In some of the 
Htute highway departments the work 
Is educational and Investigative, with 
a view to ultimately giving these de­ 
ism merits administrative powers. 
It is not possible lo a abort article to 
enter into a discussion of the various 
systems of state ald lo effect In this 
country. 
Suffice it to say that the 
principle of state ald aud supervision 
constitutes the germ of the only road 
administration which has proved suc­ 
c e s s fu l in other countries. 
This movement is gaining headway 
at a very rapid rate, and when we con­ 
sider that it has been little mon* than 
a decade and a half since Its Incep­ 
tion the fact that half of the states 
have adopted It in principle and have 
actually expended from state treas­ 
uries considerably over $50,000,000 we 
may well feel encouraged for the fu­ 
ture of road building in this country. 
The striking feature of the French 
road system is the skilled supervision 
provided in ever}- grade of road work 
and in every unit of the administrative 
organization. 
The basis of the sys­ 
tem is the school of roada and bridges, 
one of the finest technical schools to 
the world, maintained a t the expense 
of the national government. 
In this 
school are trained the highway en­ 
gineers to whom ara Intrusted the 
building and maintenance of the roads 
of France. 
At the bead of the administrative or­ 
ganization la an inspector genera] of 
bridges and highways, tinder whom 
are chief engineers to charge of the 
road work of single departments and 
communes. Single arrondissements are 
under the direction of ordinary en­ 
gineers and underenglnescu, the latter 
being equivalent to rank to noncom­ 
missioned officers to the army.

subdivisions ara under the direction of 
principal conductors and ordinary eon-

HOW TO BARREL APPLES. 


Grower Gives Suggestions en Peeking 
and Heading. 
There’s an art In knowing how to 
grade and pack a barrel of apples, and 
the heading of the barrel ta not the 
least thing shoat tbs job.

topic sn experienced apple grower, & 
B. Shaw of Randolph county, N. C- 
offers these valuable suggestions r 
Before beginning to pack see that 
the barrel is resting on a solid base. 
If packing In the orchard provide 
planks or boards on which to place th# 
barrels while being filled. This keeps 
the bead of the barrel clean aud en­ 
ables the packer to "rack” It to better 
advantage. "Racking” ta the shaking 
of (he barret from time to time during 
the packing in order to settle the ap

resistance to breakage and to traction. 
at th e same tim# furnishing elasticity 
to compression which enables It to 
stand* supevflcisl shocks.

teats a pressure of about sixty-fire tabu 
to the agua re inch. In breakage test* 
the* recto lance was quadruple that af 
oajkw ry cement.

pies, thus making them lit firmer and 
closer together. The bead or end that 
is usually opened upon reaching mar­ 
ket ie placed at the bottom end to fill­ 
ing. 
Before starting to pack pat in a cor­ 
rugated apple barrel cap or two or 
three layers of nicely folded white or 
plain brown paper. 
This not only 
keeps the fruit to better shape, hut 
prevents It from bruising. Wha* thin 
Is done the barrel is ready to be 
"faced.” This consists of placing by 
baud from two to three rows of fruit, 
•tem end down. After "facing” the 
apples are carefully poured In and tbs 
barrel frequently shaken until It to al­ 
most full. The tost two or three rows 
may be placed by hand, stem end up. 
thus "facing” both ends of the peck- 
age. 
The last layer of fruit should extend 
•bout one inch above the chine of tho 
barrel and be covered either with a 
corrugated apple barrel rush Ion cap 
or with two or three layers of neatly 
folded paper, aa used to the other end.

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NE of the most im portant prin­ 
ciples of breeding is the law 
th at like produces like. 
This 
m eans that, other things be­ 
ing equal, an animal will tend to pro­ 
duce offspring 
like itself. 
Coupled 
with this is the law of variation, 
which means the tendency of anim als 
to differ from each other and front 
their parents. 
No two anim als are 
alike, and it is a good thing that this 
is so, since otherwise there could be 
no improvement. 
Like Produces Like. 
Keeping these two laws in mind, the 
chief m eans of improving live stock 
m ust be by selection. 
The variation 
in the young animals gives the basis 
for this selection. 
The progeny of 
two parents 
will differ 
both 
ways 
from the parents—that is. some will 
be poorer and some better. 
In gen­ 
era!, the num ber of poorer ones will 
be about equal to the num ber of the 
better ones. 
Thus in 
nature little 
improvement is made, as both the 
poorer and better anim als are list'd for 
breeders. 
W ith 
domestic 
anim als 
tnau steps in and eliminates the |K>or- 
er .half or more, allowing only a few 
of file best to reproduce themselves. 
According-to the law of like produces

like, the offspring will tend to tie like 
these good parents. 
But here the law 
of variation comes in again, causing 
some of the offspring to be better and 
sbme poorer than the parents. 
In this 
case, however, the poorer anim als will 
lie considerably batter than the i>oor 
ones of the preceding generation and 
the good out*s will be better than the 
l>est of the previous year. 
Again the 
poorer anim als are discarded and the 
better ones saved. 
In this way the 
standard of excellence is improved 
from year to year. 
To accomplish much, improvement 
by selection must be guided by a man 
who lias a debnite ideal in mind, 
lie 
must know exactly the kind of ani­ 
mal he is working for and should se­ 
lect his breeding stock with this typo 
in mind, 
in this way is developed 
a strain of anim als that are very 
much alike in all their characteristics 
Though they still tend to vary, these 
variations are not so marked as for­ 
merly. and a more uniform lot of an i­ 
mals results 
This uniformity is due 
in large part to the fact th at each 
parent has behind it a long line of a n ­ 
cestors of similar type. 
An animal 
does not get ail 
its characteristics 
from Us parents. 
P art of them come 
from the grandparents, part from the 
great-grandparents and part from more 
remote ancestors. 
Clearly. (Im i. the 
more nearly all these ancestors resem ­ 
ble a certain fixed type the m<*re uni­ 
form the offspring will lie. 
lf is large­ 
ly by continued selection that alf the 
im proved1 breeds of dpmesric animals 
have been developed. 
It is this ability 
lo produce uniformly good offspring 
th at makes pure Prods so much more 
valuable 
than 
anim als of 
common 
breeding. 
The tendency of an animal to rose rn 
blo some of its remote ancestors more 
closely than its imm ediate parrots Is 
called reversion or atavism. 
Thu* oc­ 
casionally a calf of a hornless breed 
will show horns, or a pig of a r e Main 
breed will show- a color that Is not 
found in the breed today. 
Reversion 
cannot be guarded against. 
The l>est 
that can be done Is to prevent the use 
of reverted anim als as breeders. 
Mutations. 
Auy race of living things, whether it 
tx* anil: als or plants, will occasionally 
pr« duce a mutation, or, as it is com ­ 
monly railed, a “sport.” This is au in­ 
dividual differing to a marked extent 
from tile general tyj>e of the. race or 
broid. 
IC it is a true sport, it will 
produce its own characteristic's in its 
offspring, and thus a new straiu or 
breed is developed. 
'I his new strain is distinctly differ­ 
ent from the type from which it came, 
and its offspring show little tendency 
to revert to that tyi»e. 
The hornless 
br elds of cattle were developed from 
sports. 
The nectarine is a sport from

Shorthorn hull L ancaster Comet, one 
j of the great early im provers of the 
broid, was not a particularly o u tstan d ­ 
ing individual himself, but he possess­ 
ed the ability of im pressing his latent 
ch aracters upon his offspring for tnauy 
generations. 
The standard bred horse 
Uaiubletoidan did not have a record, 
but he sired more record horses In j 
the same length of tim e th an Dan 
Patch has. 
’l ids docs not mean th a t 
the selection of high class sires is not 
im portant, but it shows th a t it is not 
the cady point to be considered. These 
facts show the great value of tried 
sires. 
An animal th at has show n his 
ability to sire outstanding offspring 
is worth five times as m uch as a young 
animal th at has not been tried. 
It is 
a shortsighted policy to get rid of 
male anim als l»efore they b a re shown 
w hat they van do. 
When a sire of ex­ 
traordinary 
ability 
has 
l»een 
found 
kt'ep him as long as be is strong and 
virile. 
These sam e jxduts apply to fe- : 
males as well, though not so strongly. I 
as ttie m ale is half the herd, while It 
takes a great m any females to make 
lip the other half. 
Grading. 
One of the m ost important means of 
im proving a herd is by grading—that 
is. by using the best kind of a pure 
bred sire on the females each year. 
The im provem ent will be rapid and 
m arked. 
The offspring of a pure bred 
sire mated with ordinary females will 
lie one-half pure or even more. sluce 
the pure blood will be more p rep o ten t 
The offspring of these anim als will be 
three-quarters pure, the next seven- 
eighths, and so on. 
It takes but a 
very few years to develop a herd that 
are practically pure bred*. These high 
grade fem ales when mated to pun* 
bred males will produce practically as 
go»Mi offspring as could ls» got from 
pure brod fi males. 
High grade males 
should nor Im* used for sires, however. 
as they do im*! have the ability to im ­ 
press their good qualities u|h>u their 
offspring, while rile latent scrub quali­ 
ties ire bound to crop out. 
Crossbreeding.

By this process. Hie rolling teeing done

oughly t omp.-n ted and the void spaces 
or interstices betw een the stones are 
largely elim inated, 
i’he final process 
consists in *qu ending over the surface 
of the up;>**r layer of brekeu stone a 
thin covering of the screenings which 
result fr*»m Hie m achine breaking of 
Hie stones and which contain a con­ 
siderable prof*>rtiou of tine dust, then 
Auntiing or grouting the screenings 
int** such voids as rem ain betw een the 
broken stone and roiling the road w ith 
the strain roller. 
So fa r as the treatm en t of m acadam 
road* is concerned, the rem edy seem s 
to la? In Hie application of protective 
coats or cover ii gs of a bitum inous n a­ 
ture. 
Before any of the bitum inous m a­ 
terials are applied it is essential th at 
the road surface be evened up and 
pat* lied w here necessary, rolled and 
sw ept clean of all dust. 
The bitu­ 
m inous m aterials are then applied hot 
to the road surface by m eans of sp ray ­ 
ing m ach!ut** or gravity d istrib u ters or 
by hand in q uantities varying from 
one-quarter to three-quarters of a gal­ 
lon to the square yard and Im m ediate­ 
ly covered evenly w ith sand, tine grav­ 
el or broken stoue screenings. 
Th** annual m aintenance will be m ere­ 
ly the cost of renew ing the covering, 
probably from 4 cents to 5 cents per 
square yard per annum . By th is m eth­ 
od no w ear w hatever will tak e place 
on the broken stone, and In a sense 
th at portion of the ordinary m acadam 
road which takes the w ear will th ere­ 
a fte r bt» only a foundation for th e 
bitum inous w earing coat. 
The protective coat referred to would 
probably be inadequate for traffic, and 
the introduction of bitum inous binders 
into th e voids lief ween the broken 
atones would lie necessary. 
A good deql of work of th is so rt is 
being done now* In an experim ental 
way by m ixing the bitum inous m ate­ 
rial w ith the broken stone before it 
is placed on the roadw ay or by grout­ 
ing the bitum inous m aterial into th e 
spaces betw een and around the broken 
stone a fte r it has l»een placed and p a r­ 
tially rolled. 
The cost of the ordinary m acadam 
road Is probably from 20 to 50 cent* 
lier square yard. and the roadw ay will 
require a protective covering a t least 
as .often as once Jn tw o years. 
I t 
would lie economical to rely upon th e 
protective covering and to om it the bi­ 
tum inous m aterial from the voids be­ 
tw een the stone while th e traffic re ­ 
m ains as at p re se n t 


Usefulness of tb s Hen.

The m eat of yarded poultry is a1 
w ays more tender than th at of fowls 
having free range, due to the extrem e 
m uscular developm ent of the latter.
